Pioneering 
crime unit 
gets more 
funding

GREENWICH Council’s pioneering 
Violent and Organised Crime Unit 
(VOCU) will carry on for another year 
following an injection of £350,000. 

Just last week the specialist unit, backed 
by the council, led a landmark police 
investigation across the capital. 

Raids involving 1,000 officers led to a 
total of 51 arrests and the dismantling of 
a possible six criminal networks 
under Operation Trazer. 

The arrests were for a range of offences 
including supply of Class A and B 
drugs, money laundering, possession of 
counterfeit money, burglary, handling 
stolen goods and theft-related crimes. 

All those arrested and charged are due 
to appear by virtual link to Camberwell 
Magistrates’ Court. 

The simultaneous raids on a total of 
45 addresses were organised with help 
from other specialist police units in 
London and with various town hall 
departments. VOCU was specifically set 
up with £lm backing from the council 
to tackle violent and organised crime 
in Greenwich. The borough has now 
committed a further £350,000 to help it 
to continue its work over the next year.

It's a 
foxy 
way 
exist. 



THE fox has gained 
something of a 
bad reputation 
over the past few 
years, derided as 
little more than 
vermin, belonging 
to the same rogue’s 
gallery of urban 
pests so long 
occupied by the 
pigeon and the rat. 
Foxes are often 
painted as a brazen 
nuisance, a blight 
on our street and a 
menace to disposed 
bin liners. I feel the 
bad press they’ve 
received over the 
past few years is 
rather unfair. 

Even though 
they’re now so 
commonplace we 
see them most 
nights, both in 
suburban and 
in more built-up 
environments, 

I still enjoy 
encountering 
foxes. They’re 
clever, resourceful 
creatures who 
have adapted 
to survive and 
thrive in a specific 
environment - our 
cities. The same 
goes for rats and 
pigeons, which I 
don’t really have 
any problem with, 
yet constantly 
hear derided. We 
often bemoan the 
relative scarcity of 
wildlife, yet seem 
to demonise the 
few creatures we 
regularly come 
into contact with. 
Our dislike of the 
rat is, I suppose, 
historically 
understandable, 
but foxes, even 
now, add colour 
and character to 


the night. They’re 
a reminder of how 
adaptable nature 
is, and for most 
of us still provide 
our most exciting 
encounters with 
wild animals. 

Even in the 
countryside, 
beyond birds, we 
rarely see much 
in the way of 
wildlife. I mean, 
who has actually 
ever even seen 
a badger? More 
unusual animals 
like beavers and 
wild boars have 
only recently been 
reintroduced to 
some of our more 
remote forests. 

That doesn’t leave 
us with much, and 
I’m no fan of zoos. 
Foxes are one of 
Britain’s largest 
indigenous animals 
and provide us 
with a regular dash 
of the wild in the 
most mundane 
of environments. 
Urban foxes seem 
to be treated with 
suspicion for 
their lack of fear 
when confronting 
humans, but why 
should they be 
scared? After all, 
they’re benefiting 
from our presence; 
for the urban 
fox, we are a 
primary resource. 
Our streets and 
gardens provide 
environments to 
take advantage 
of. This animal 
acquits itself to 
an environment 
with industry and 
ingenuity. Now 
doesn’t that sound 
faintly familiar?

Nine-day 

2012 event hosts have nine 
more days to log their dates.

Christiana beats huge field for national title

AT the start of the school 
year, Christiana Balogum 
had never even rowed for 
fun. Now she’s the national 
indoor rowing champion in 
her year group. 

The 13-year-old Plumstead 
Manor student took the title 
in a gigantic field of 154 
competitors at the Lea Valley 
Sports Centre on Friday 
March 4. 

Christiana, who lives in 
Thamesmead, was in the first 
group of 40 rowers and her 
distance of 755 metres in three 
minutes was never bettered. 

She told GT: “It was a 
great feeling and I felt very 
proud. My mum cried on the 
phone when I told her and 


it’s from her that I get all my 
determination. 

“I just tried to hold my 
technique all the way through 
the race. I wanted to win and I 
knew what I had to do.” 

Christiana, already seen as a 
“gifted and talented” student, 
took up indoor rowing at the 
start of Year 7 in September 
and won the school’s inter- 
form competition, followed 
by victory in the Greenwich 
schools’ competition. 

From there she won the East 
London championship that 
took her to the nationals, the 
first time a Plumstead Manor 
girl had gone that far. 

She went with two other girls 
to the year group finals, mainly 
as a taster for future events, 
but Christiana had other ideas, 
including choosing to compete 


in the first heat. 

She said: “It’s given me a 
sense of achievement. It makes 
me feel that I’ve succeeded at 
something and that I want to 
go on from here. 

“I think it comes quite 
naturally to me. My family 
is not very sporty, although 
my sister did long distance 
running, but I play football and 
basketball, and do sprinting as 
well.” 

Rosemary Okocha, head 
of PE at Plumstead Manor, 
said: “Christiana is a good 
all-rounder. Having had this 
wonderful success, we will 
now try to help her along this 
pathway. We hope she will 
join the Globe Rowing Club in 
Greenwich and see how that 
goes.” 

Christiana went to the event 


with her PE teacher Annabel 
Chelinski, who takes rowing 
at the school. 

She said: “Her performance 
was amazing. It’s part of my 
job to spot talent and observe 
performance, but you could 
actually see her desire to win 
and the 100 per cent focus on 
her face. After seeing this level 
of performance I know she is 
one to watch for the future.” 

Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member 
for culture and the Olympics, 
told GT: “What an amazing 
achievement by Christiana. 
It’s great for the borough 
to applaud success like this 
as the Games get closer and 
closer. Let’s hope her talent 
and determination take her 
right to the top.” 
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THE third-largest tall ship in the 
world spent four days berthed at 
Greenwich last week - and its captain 
followed a naval tradition and paid a 
visit to the borough’s Mayor.

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Circus Field 
ground tests 

BORE holes will be dug in Circus Field 
as part of ground preparation works on 
Blackheath for the London 2012 Olympic 
Games. 

Works on the site between Shooters 
Hill Road and Charlton Way, Blackheath 
Avenue and Prince Charles Road on 
Blackheath start on March 28 and will 
continue for three or four days. 

It will include manual and mechanical 
digs of up to 2 meters deep at 1 1 points 
across the field. The work is being carried 
out by LOCOG - the London Organising 
Committee for the Olymic Games - as part 
of its site investigation and preparation 
works in the Greenwich Park and 
Blackheath. The area is set to host the 
equestrian and modern pentathlon events 
for the Games as well as the Paralympic 
Dressage events. It is going to be used for 
spectator queuing, stables, a training area 
for the horses and support facilities. 

The majority of the field will be open to the 
public during the work and the area will be 
re-instated to its original state afterwards.

Thamesmead children’s centre celebrates 


its completion with a big launch

IT’S up, up and away for 
a children’s centre that 
was officially opened last 
week. 

Children and parents let off 
balloons and had a celebration 
lunch to mark the occasion 
at the Waterways centre in 
Thamesmead. 

The extension and refurb of 
the building on Southwood 
Road was completed last year 
after being taken over by the 
council in 2008. 

Before it was transformed 
into Waterways, a nursery 
had stood at the site since 
1987. 

Jill and John Turner played 
a major role in raising the 
funds to open the pre-school 
over two decades ago, and 
were at the launch of the new 
centre on March 15. 

Jill told GT: “I was 
housekeeper here for 23 
happy years. It’s remarkable 
what’s been done with the 
place since it was Windrush 
Nursery, as it was known 
back then.” 

The couple were one of 
the first in the area - before 
Thamesmead had even 
been built - and were also 
instrumental in opening the 
Windrush school on nearby 
Bentham Road. 

“We opened up the school 
of 34 children - just look 
at it now!” Jill added. 
“Thamesmead has always 
been a really big part of our 
lives - this was just fields all 
around here when we came.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith - the 
council’s member for children 
and young people, was at 
the launch and praised the 
modest couple’s involvement, 


saying: “It’s thanks to you 
that we can build on the work 
that started off all those years 
ago.” 

She added: “Whilst the 
council, partners, and staff 
all do what they can do to 
make it a wonderful centre, 
it’s parents that shape what 
goes on in the centre and I’m 
really pleased that so many 
parents have been involved in 
doing that.” 

Over 600 local families are 
registered with the children’s 
centre which has a full-time 
nursery with over 60 places 
for local children aged 0-5 
years. 

Waterways also offers 


parental outreach and family 
support services, including 
support for parents with 
special needs. 

Single mum Gemma Wilson 
took part in the Discover ME 
programme at the centre to 
raise her confidence. She 
said: “After I lost my job I 
suffered severe domestic 
violence and found myself as 
a single mother on benefits. I 
was isolated and vulnerable 
and my self-esteem was rock 
bottom. 

“I thought I wouldn’t get 
much out of the course, 
but I couldn’t have been 
more wrong. It gave me 
assurance in my abilities and 


pointed out all my personal 
qualities. It made me look at 
my priorities, and it wasn’t 
a conscious effort but over 
the following weeks I found 
myself doing things for 
myself, and now I’ve set up my 
own website and a portfolio 
of my photography - it’s 
such a good course that puts 
everyone on their right path 
and doesn’t discriminate.”

A GREENWICH sushi 
bar has been closed down 
for serious food safety 
offences and the owners 
banned from running and 
food business for a year. 

Itoshii Sushi restaurant at 8 
Nelson Road, Greenwich, was 
closed by a legal order handed 
out at Woolwich Magistrates’ 
Court on March 7. Its owners 
were fined £2,800 and ordered 
to pay £2,000 legal costs to the 
council. 

They were also banned from 
running any food business 
in the UK for 12 months. The 
sentence was imposed when 
the court heard restaurant 
owners had broken 14 food 
hygiene laws on four separate 
occasions. 

Despite regular inspections, 
advice and support provided 
by the council, the restaurant 
consistently failed to deal with 
infestations of mice, provide 
sinks for staff to wash their 
hands, or keep the premises 
clean. 

Council environmental 


health officers visited the 
restaurant on February 23 last 
year and were shocked to find 
mouse droppings throughout 
the kitchen, including on 
the seals of a fridge door, the 
cooker hob, areas around 
where chopping boards were 
stored and even inside a rice 
steamer. 

There was also extensive 
mould growing on the walls of 
the walk-in chiller and on tubs 
of food stored inside. 

In addition, work surfaces 
and the floor were filthy and 
staff couldn’t wash their 
hands hygienically as there 
was no hand basin installed in 
the kitchen for them to use. 

But on follow up visits 
environmental health 

inspectors discovered further 
problems including cardboard 
boxes which had been chewed 
by rodents, large holes in the 
walls, mouse droppings in 
serving dishes and dirty work 
surfaces. 

However, further visits 
showed that the company 
had ignored advice given 
by the council and had not 
put vital food safety systems 
in place. Last September

inspectors found out-of-date 
cheese and cheesecakes in the 
fridge and soy sauce bottles 
contaminated with dead flies. 

Councillor Maureen O’ Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for environment and 
community safety said: “This 
case shows that on a number 
of occasions the council 
provided good support to the 
restaurant to improve their 
standards. We will not tolerate 
businesses that continue to 


ignore advice and put the 
health of customers at serious 
risk.”

Ofsted ‘outstanding’ for pre-school centre 


A WOOLWICH centre 
which cares for 
pre-school children 
has landed another 
accolade. 

The Under-Fives’ 
Project, which has 
grown over eight years 
into offering a nursery, 
a breakfast-club, and a 
‘healthy eating’ lunch- 
club, has had its Ofsted 
grading promoted to 
“outstanding” this 
time - after an initial 
“satisfactory” and then 
a “good” rating on its 
first two inspections. 
Manager Ella Carr, from 
the registered charity 


in the basement of St 
Mary’s parish church, 
Woolwich Dockyard, 
told GT: “I’m so proud 
of everyone here - and 
it’s all down to working 
as a team.” 

The project held a 
celebration party, 
and Greenwich Mayor 
Cllr Barbara Barwick 
visited for the first time. 
She told GT: “What a 
lovely use for part of 
this church. The Ofsted 
report rehects how hard 
the people work in this 
project.” 

The organisation, which 
can take 26 under-fives, 
has a long waiting list. 


When Ella first started 
as manager in 2003, she 
was nominated by a 
parent as a “Children’s 
Champion” and went 
to 10 Downing Street 
to meet Cherie Blair, 
wife of the then Prime 
Minister. 

In 2006, the project 
received a special award 
from Cllr Jackie Smith, 
Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for 
children and young 
people, for its support 
for students on work 
placements. 

In 2007, it received 
a business award 
from the Greenwich 


Education Business 
Partnership (the EPB) 
which forges links 
between young people 
and local commerce. 
This summer, Ella 
and the team want 
to give the children’s 
playground a makeover.

S TUDENTS were keen to 
tell GT why they think 
Woolwich Poly is so 
successful. 

The boys’ school in Hutchins 
Road, Thamesmead, is rated 
among the 30 most improved 
schools nationally, and the 
number of students who achieved 
five or more of the top grades has 
shot up to 58 per cent in 2010. 

On top of that the school entered 
its current Year 11 eight months 
early for Maths and English - and 
well over half the pupils achieved 
the top grades. The school expects 
to break records once again this 
summer, with at least 70 per cent 
of students gaining the top grades. 
The most recent Ofsted inspection 
in November last year described 
Woolwich Poly as ‘outstanding’ 
its capacity for further sustained 
improvement. 

Ofsted’s report praised the 
improvements the school had 
achieved as “a result of the 
relentless and forensic focus 
on students’ learning and a 
determination by all adults to 


ensure the best possible outcomes 
for all students”. It went on: 
“Students are extremely proud of 
their school and very appreciative 
of the part the school plays 
in helping them realise their 
ambitions.”

WOOLWICH Polytechnic is now coaching two of its sixth- 
formers as candidates for Cambridge University once 
they finish their A-levels. 

Seventeen-year-old Matthew Hutchings said: “This 
school isn’t just good academically it also focuses 
on other things such as organising skiing trips, and 
providing opportunities for dancing and sport. 

"I’ve been able to do lots of public speaking and the 
school has encouraged me with this.” 

Fellow student Amritpal Samra added: "Although 
I prefer the academic work, I decided to go on the 
school’s public speaking course and ended up by going 
in for the borough’s public speaking competition, 


something I wouldn’t have done without the school’s 
support.” 

And Matthew’s dad Steve, from Abbey Wood, endorsed 
what students were saying. 

He told GT: "I think it’s a superb school. The facilities 
are excellent and the staff are incredibly caring and 
wanting the children to succeed. 

"Matthew got 15 GCSEs, which is great. The staff are 
supporting him in his hopes to go to Cambridge.

Manor agree with 
Ofsted inspectors who 
said provision at the school 
is ‘outstanding’.

“Its specialism 
in performing arts contributes 
notably to developing students’ 
skills in drama and dance and 
in general to their confidence 
and self-esteem.” 

The pupils couldn’t agree more:

websites.” Adenike Adobiyi, 15, 
said: “I’ve grown up a lot since 


I came here, and the best thing 
now is having the opportunity 
to learn and the time to do it.” 
Natalie Eccleston, 16, said: 

“The school has really upped 
its game. It’s started the after- 
school homework club, and I 
mentor the younger students. I 
was on the school council last 
year, which gave me the chance 
to have a say in what was 
happening.” 

Prina Bhandeni, 15, said: “We 
get a lot of support and we can 
go to Saturday school and have 
1:1 sessions with teachers in the 
after-school revision groups. 

I’m taking five GCSEs a year 
early, which will allow me to 
concentrate on other subjects.” 
The school is now working 
on Outburst 10, a music 
and dance show to mark its 
10th anniversary of gaining 
Performing Arts status, with 
150 pupils taking part in three 
performances for parents and 
friends. 

Initiatives that Plumstead 
Manor has put in place have 
contributed considerably to the 
borough’s steady progress in 
raising academic achievement. 
The school achieved its best- 
ever results in 2010, with 83 
per cent achieving five or more 


A*-C GCSEs, and 53 per cent 
achieving five or more A*-Cs 
including English and Maths. 
Headteacher Sue Flanagan 
said: “We’ve worked hard to 
ensure that standards continue 
to rise at Plumstead Manor 
School and Negus Sixth Form 
Centre. Our curriculum offer 
covers a range of subjects and 
qualifications, in addition to 
the new English Baccalaureate 
subjects, which enables 
our Year 9 girls to choose a 
pathway which engages and 
suits their individual needs and 
aspirations. 

“This broad offer is echoed 
post-16 at Negus Sixth Form 
Centre. Our staff develop good 
relationships with students and 
track their progress, suggesting 
ways to move forward. As a 
high performing specialist 
school we use our specialisms 
to enrich learning and personal 
development and provide many 
opportunities to get involved 
in the wider life of the school 
and beyond. We also encourage 
personal responsibility and 
community leadership with 
our prefects, form captains, 
sports and dance leaders who 
regularly work with children 
from local primary schools.”

Its 2010 GCSE results rose 
dramatically with results 
for five or more A*-C 
grades up to 74 per cent, 
while results for A*-Cs 
including English and 
Maths went up to 63 per 
cent.

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

While out in Cannes promoting his latest film , a local movie- 
maker caught the attention of an international film festival. 
Now he's been nominated for a pair of awards... 


A YOUNG director from 
k N Eltham has been nominated 
◄ for two awards at an 

international film festival. 
Wayne G Saunders has just 
completed shooting The Village - his 
third feature film in as many years - 
which has been shortlisted along with 
a previous work, Nothing Less at the 
Africa Movie Academy Awards. 

The award ceremony takes place on 
March 27, and Wayne is flying out to 
Nigeria to take in the atmosphere, 
and hopefully take home a brace of 
accolades. 

He told Scene: “I shot The Village in 
Aruba in the Caribbean Sea. I was out 
there for six weeks filming.” 

The main character in the film has fallen 
on hard times, but is an aspiring kick 
boxer. 

Wayne added: “The film’s based around 
this young guy who’s trying to do the 
best he can. But at the same time the 
poverty is getting worse and gangs 
are trying to recruit up and coming 
youngsters like him to do his dirty 
work.” 

The film was part funded by a patron 
and in part by Wayne’s film production 
company, BossCrowns. 

The director and his team recruited 
actors while they were out on location, 
everyday people that gave The Village 
a realism that wouldn’t have been 
possible with UK actors. 

“When I got out there the country was 
very open, and they let me go into 
schools and audition different youths 
out there for the cast,” he said. 

“Being out there was one of my best 
times ever - it was the first time I’d 
been out there and it is known as ‘One 
Happy Island’, and it really has got a 
happy vibe.” 

His first full-length film, Nothing 
Less, narrowly missed out on the 
African awards last year, as Wayne 
was already committed to his busy 
filming schedule. 

“Nothing Less was completed in 2009 
and while I was in Cannes promoting 
the film, the African Movie Academy 
Awards heard about me and wanted to 
nominate me. 

“They invited me over last year but I 
already had the Aruba thing planned. 
This year I thought I’d give them my 
new film as well.” 

Nothing Less was filmed on location in 
London. 

“The film was based on my kind of life 
- a young filmmaker trying to make 
it. I wrote the script while I was doing 
my Masters at university. It deals 
with everything from gun crime right 



through the obstacles faced in 

life. It has a documentary element to it, 

but also it’s a feel-good film.” 

The two films will be showcased at the 
awards ceremony in Bayelsa State, and 
the Nigerian film industry is now one of 
the largest in the world. 

“You have Hollywood, Bollywood, and 
now Nollywood,” Wayne says. “It’s a 
scene that’s all around the world. I just 
got back from Jamaica and everyone is 
watching it out there. Even in Aruba 
they’ve got it.”

So what does Wayne hope the judges 
will see in his films? 

“I think my filmmaking technique is 
quite unique, and my films deal with 
real life as well. I believe what makes my 
films stand out is their potential to cross 
many markets. They have a universal 
storyline that should appeal to most 
people.” 

The film festival runs over a full week, 
and Wayne’s films have been put up in 
the Diaspora category. 

“They’ve got workshops, conferences 
and events going on. It’s a good look for 
me to have been invited over there. I’m 
looking forward to it - I’ve never been to 
Africa for one thing, also it’s just good to 
be recognised for what you’re doing over 
here, and to be recognised over there. 
“Awards are like a vehicle - you get a 
hit of publicity, and you might even get 
some work out of it. Who knows, I might 
shoot my next film out there.”

Students wow at theatre 


They’re not 
kidding 

0 HOW lucky are we to have 
a secondary school like 
Kidbrooke producing theatre 
that stands loud, proud and 
positive on the professional stage? Very. 
The Kids from Corelli Road followed up 
Romeo and Juliet and Hotel World - 
which both wowed the Edinburgh Festival 
Fringe - with five nights of Lysistrata, 
using Laurence Housman’s adaptation 
of Aristophanes’ play that was first 
performed in 41 1 BC and set in the 20th 
year of the war between Athens and 
Sparta. Make that the war between the 
men of Athens and the men of Sparta. The 
women were up to here with it. Bolshie 
housewife Lysistrata in particular. She 
decided to do something about it, got 
the women from both warring factions 
together and set up an unusual but 
painfully effective ban - no nookie until 
peace breaks out. 

Kidbrooke ’s latest collaboration with 
Greenwich Theatre is typically bold, given 
the subject matter, and it was a master 
touch to get boys playing the girls and vice 
versa in the 30 cast-and-crew production. 
What hits you straight away is the energy 
and sheer enjoyment the students so 
obviously get from strutting the boards. 
Nerves? Didn’t spot one. And as someone 
who couldn’t remember his Youtube 
password last week, don’t ask me how 
they remember all those lines. 

Inevitably with shows like this, you look 
out for budding individual talents that 
football scouts categorise as “a bit 
special”, and no doubt members of the 
various audiences picked out their own 
five or six favourites among the fizzing 
young thespians. But I think it’s fair to say 
that Lysistrata herself - himself - took 
the biscuit. Billy Beswick was hardly off 
stage long enough to burn his/her bra 
but kept up a strident tone that made 
the peaceniks’ campaign irrepressible. 
Indeed, with the ever-present handbag, 
Billy could have doubled as Mrs Thatcher, 
although he would have had to opt for the 
machine gun. 

I don’t know how much longer Billy has 
at Kidbrooke but doubtless wheels are 
in motion behind the scenes for a life of 
slapping on the greasepaint at one level 
or another. 

Lysistrata is essentially a comedy 
with ready-made gags both aural and 
perpendicularly visual, but there’s also 
something deeply sad about a scenario 
that’s as much in force today as it was in 
41 1 BC and in 191 1 when Mr Housman 
adapted it for the cause of Women’s 
Suffrage. The stupidity of male violence is 
still all-encompassing (let’s coin “malego” 
as the sickness attached to it). If only we 
could all be a woman for one day a week. 
Maybe we’d stop blowing each other up. 
Meanwhile, the wish is that Kidbrooke 
continues its magical theatrical route 
and that director Lucy Cuthbertson 
makes sure the link to Greenwich Theatre 
flourishes for years to come.

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Last knees-up? 

Dean Beadle catches what may be a final glimpse of Cockney 
tunesmiths Chas and Dave, when they played at The \ndigo2 


CHAS AND DAVE are as

They are to England what 
the Proclaimers are to 
Scotland and what Jedward are to 
Ireland. OK, scrub that last one - but 
you get my point. 

Through thirty years in the business, 
the evergreen boogie-woogie piano band 
have endured rave, Britpop, indie and 
even Gaga to remain legends in a genre 
that they seem to have created. Just 
looking at the audience at the gig at 
The Indig02 on March 10 proved their 
enduring appeal. 

Indie scenesters, middle aged couples, 
Essex girls and groups of East End 
lads alike all got down to the cockney 
duo. And it’s easy to see why they still 
have such an appeal. Chas and Dave 
were East End long before Brick Lane 
and Shoreditch were fashionable. They 
wrote witty lyrics long before Lily Allen 
was a twinkle in her parents’ eye. They 
have staying power. At the end of the 
world there may only be two things left- 
cockroaches and Chas and Dave. 

On the night, they stormed their 
way through old hits like Rabbit and 
Margate with ease. After performing 
them repeatedly over three decades, 
one would expect the duo to go 
through the motions and play on 
autopilot, yet remarkably, they seem 
more enthusiastic about their songs 
than ever. The songs were played so 
passionately and affectionately that the 
crowd was in raptures. The following 
instrumental numbers showed that, 
aside from all the cockney mannerisms 
and ‘Knees-up’ numbers that gave the 
duo top ten hits in the ‘70s and ‘80s, the 
pair are supremely talented musicians. 
Chas in particular is an incredibly

gifted pianist - an underrated one at 
that. The highlight of the evening was 
the excellent Sideboard Song which 
is quite frankly a classic that never 
seems to age. However, as a result of 
having three support acts, the duo only 
performed a 70 minute set. The audience 
could have done with far less warm up 
and far more Chas and Dave. 

The band’s songs are great rabble- 
rousers: never depressing, maudlin 
or pretentious, the music is witty, 
irreverent and fun. Going to a Chas and 
Dave concert feels like one big party. 

So it’s rather sad to contemplate that 
this is the pair’s Farewell tour. For a 
massive section of society, Chas and 
Dave have been mascots. Working class 
heroes. And in the current climate, the 
band is more needed then ever. Rather

WATCHING Battle: Los Angeles 
is like playing a computer game 
\fVUnf on [y w jthout the controls. You 
can’t turn the sound down or 
slow down the speed, you can’t stop it or 
even press pause. 

You simply have to go with the flow 
whether you like it or not and frankly, 
there is not much to like: a tenuous 
plot, a tortuous dialogue and trivial 
characterisation. The storyline - aliens 
colonising earth in search of its water 
- is barely credible but what really 
undermines the plot is the speed with 
which these initially invincible invaders 
assume the frailties of humanoids - a 
weakness, it must be said, common to all 
disaster movies. Chaos then ensues as 
city after city is systematically obliterated 
by a combination of their technically 
superior air and land forces. Cue the LA 
branch of the US Marine Corps somewhat 
worryingly led by a washed-up and battle- 
weary Staff Sergeant, Michael Nantz, 
played by Aaron Eckhart. With the aliens 
on the verge of world domination, Nantz 
is bewilderingly tasked with rescuing 
a small group of civilians inadvertently 
caught up behind alien lines. However, 
one mission is not enough for a US 
marine. Against all odds the small patrol 
stumble over the aliens’ command and 
control centre. The dialogue is sufficiently 
poor to lead us to question whether the 
world is, in fact, worth saving. “Retreat? 
Hell, no!” is bad enough but “your father 
was the bravest man I ever knew” about 
a man he literally just met is frankly too 
much to bear. Eckhart is competent in 
a limited role, ably assisted by Michelle 
Rodrigues as Intelligence Sergeant, Elena 
Santos but characterisation is deeply 
submerged in an orgy of action most of 
which consists of continuous, large calibre 
gunfire. Explosions, narrow escapes and 
endless death and destruction complete 
the picture such that by the end, my 
eardrums were literally aching and 
my senses all overwhelmed. Lacking 
originality and depth.

IN good form recently and 
with useful games in hand 
over their rivals, Dagenham 
came into this important 
match still looking 
nervously over their 
shoulders at the relegation 
quagmire bubbling 

immediately below them. 

An indifferent home record, 
featuring more losses than 
wins, had sucked them into 
the struggle for League One 
survival. What the Daggers 
needed on Saturday were soft- 
centred, compliant visitors 
to sort them out with three 
precious points. 

Eh voila! so what did the 
fixture list serve up on March 
19 to the plucky, erstwhile 
non-leaguers? Well, try this 
for luck, they were pencilled 
in to entertain Charlton 
Athletic, a listless side bereft 
of confidence which is slip- 
sliding down the league table 
with gathering momentum. 

You could hardly prescribe 
more encouraging opposition 


than serial losers with a 
solitary point scraped from 
their last eight engagements 
and that shamefacedly 
wrested from Tranmere 
Rovers at home. 

Bring it on, said the Daggers, 
although the nagging worry in 
this blue collar part of Essex 
was whether Charlton would 
pause long enough in their 
headlong freefall to deal their 
anxious hosts some sort of 
goaded sideswipe. Would the 
humiliated south Londoners 
remember their pedigree? 
Could they rediscover their 
pride in time to make a spirited 
stand? Er, let’s see, that’ll be a 
no, no and no again to those 
pertinent questions. 

Dagenham won this game 
with ease. They outplayed the 
soft touches in each and every 
department before sending 
them back through the 
Blackwall Tunnel with their 
superiority complex in tatters. 

Forget the scoreline. Frank 
Nouble’s goal in the second 
minute of added time provided 
absolutely no consolation but 
certainly distorted the truth.

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And the truth is that this was a 2-1 
rout. 

Starting as clearly they meant to go 
on, Dagenham opened aggressively, 
their lively striker Jon Nurse forcing 
Ross Worner into a fine, plunging save 
and Peter Gain’s goalbound volley 
dehected dangerously to safety with 
Worner a wrongfooted spectator. 
Edging into contention, meanwhile, 
the Addicks held their own somewhat 
without once suggesting they were 
capable of scoring. They were 
encouraged, however, by earning five 
unproductive corners when, with 
almost studied predictability, they 
caved in defensively shortly after the 
half hour. 

Nurse was proving a mobile nuisance 
up front, combining willing running 
and an uninhibited shoot-on-sight 
policy. Following persistent work by 
Danny Green on the right hank, his 
emphatic drive from the edge of the 
area beat Worner comprehensively on 
its way into the left corner. Charlton 
have seen more than enough of Nurse 
this season. His last-gasp equaliser 
frustrated them at The Valley back in 
September. 

Exhilarated by his success, Nurse 
promptly created a shooting chance 
for Green to produce a hying save 
from Worner, then cut in from the 
right byline to send the busy stopper 
scrambling along his line to keep out 
his left-footed effort. At the other end, 
superannuated keeper Tony Roberts 
basked complacently in the glorious 
spring sunshine. 

Nine minutes after the break, a 
second goal from Green effectively 
finished off the Addicks, but only 
after Spurs’ loanee Dean Parrett went 
closest for Charlton with a superb 30- 
yard drive which swerved agonisingly 
wide of the left post. 

That’s quite enough of that, 
concluded John Still’s industrious men 
and proceeded to put the issue beyond 
doubt seconds later. The spadework 
was done by Damian Scanned, popping 
up on the right wing to find Green with 
a square pass. 

Without hesitation, the midfield 
dynamo fired a rising rocket into the 
top left corner. There was, of course, 
Nouble’s belated riposte to record, the 
gangling forward turning in Bradley 
Wright-Phillips’ low cross from almost 
under the crossbar. 

His first goal for Charlton made 
no difference to this outcome but 
will be of academic interest to club 
statistician Colin Cameron, who keeps 
a trained eye on such matters. Apart 
from Parrett’s mildly promising debut, 
there was nothing else to concern him. 
Or anyone else.
